DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 40-66 are pending as amended on 12 June 2009, claims 1-39 being 
cancelled. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, US Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Response to Amendment and Argument 

3. Applicant's cancellation of claims 1-39 has rendered the following moot: 

The rejection of claims 1 , 1 4, 1 8, 1 9, 33 and 34 under 35 USC § 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over US Patent 6,013,729 (Tsujimoto hereinafter) in view of International 
Patent Application Publication WO 96/161 10 (Karrer hereinafter) has been withdrawn. 

4. Since no prior art was found that anticipates or renders obvious the elected 
species, the search was extended to include all claimed species. 

Oath/Declaration 

5. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required.

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Tsujimoto, the closest prior art made of record, teaches a similar composition 
with the exception of a hindered amine light stabilizer that includes a pendant siloxane 
chain, and further contains components disallowed by applicants' use of the transitional 
phrase "consisting essentially of."
